On Oct. 26, President Rick Rogers 
and other officials of Shelton State and, 
specifically, the Fredd campus of the 
college announced a grant of $300,000 to 
give economic and other assistance to the 



West Alabama town of Union. The 
office of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment seemed to choose Fredd, for one 
reason, because the Fredd campus is 
designated as an historically black col- 
lege or university, and the area of Greene 
County is virtually all-black. 



Several officials spoke earnestly of 
the effort planned to bring economic de- 
velopment to the Greene County town 
of 350 people. Especially eloquent seemed 
Mayor Esmer Walker, a Vietnam veteran, 
who did not seem at all cowed by the 
prospect of what lay ahead. 

So what is the state of Union right 
now? If one were to make an unan- 
nounced visit to Union what would one 
find? 

The first challenge for such an idea is 
to simply find Union. It's not so difficult, 
if you can follow a map — and keep the 
faith. The Union exit is about 30 miles 
down 1-59-20 West from Tuscaloosa. 
From there you go about eight miles to the 
right, past the Cotton Patch restaurant and 
into the country. 

A drive to Union from the interstate 
is two lanes all the way with trees right up 
to the road. Every few hundred yards or 
so there is a brick house, but run-down 
shacks dot the landscape all the way. Ev- 
ery few miles a county road branches off. 
Businesses have been run down for years.

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As the war turns— the voices of experience speak...

The Taliban has lost con- 
trol of the most important city in 
Afghanistan. Ham id Karzai is try- 
ing to organize a new broad-based 
government. Women celebrated 
in the streets when they got the 
news of the Taliban's apparent 
defeat. 

"It seems as though the 
Taliban is falling apart as much 
from the inside as from outside 
resources," said Dave Sandy, an 
English instructor here at Shel- 
ton. It dues indeed. In fact, Osama 
bin Laden is being hunted as much 
by the Taliban now as by the U. S 
government. The war is starting 
a new phase. 

Bill Aldridge, economics 

instructor at Shelton, offered his 

unique perspective on the war. 
iiiu w r .^u _,n ot the com- 



parison of this war to the Vietnam 
conflict was asked. "It*s a lot differ- 
ent in that the war is now in our 
country. Korea and Vietnam were 
like a car wreck six states away. 
This is really a local war," said 
Aldridge. 

When asked to comment on 
the amount of bloodshed and inno- 
cent lives lost, Aldridge had this to 
say. "Now that (the terrorists) real- 
ize they can bring bombs over here, 
we need to go over there and stop 
them. That's the reason there's a lot 
of support for it. If nothing had 
happened here, there would have 
been less support for it. There's a 
big backlash right now in Great 
Britain, because they don't see most 
of the problem. The terrorists didn't 
knock down Big Ben!" 

Aldridge also discussed the 

fall of the Taliban. 'The support 
(the terrorists) was based on money. 



There was some cause on their 
side, but their soldiers were paid 
for with money. It's easy to pay 
those people to change sides. 
There wasn't much backing for 
the Taliban regime. ,f 

When confronted with the 
rumor of his "hippy" past, 
Aldridge was pleasant. "I had 
long hair and rode motorcycles. 
I didn't go for rush. I wasn't 
really in the anti-warmovement, 
but I wasn't pro- war. I would 
say that I was one of the few 
people who voted for McGo vern 
in '72. The reason I voted for 
McGovern is that I didn't think 
we had the right to bomb some- 
one else's country. You need to 
gain permission from somebody 
if you are going to bomb some- 
body else's country."

'Keep Looking Up!"

An absolutely spectacu- 
lar sight awaits you about two 
hours after sunset the rising on 
the eastern horizon of our Solar 
System's largest planet, Jupi- 
ter. You simply cannot miss it 
by looking east for the brightest 
object in the sky. 

One will note two bright 
stars to the left of Jupiter. These 
stars — Castor and Pollux — are 
the heads of the twins that make 
up the constellation Gemini! 
The twins bodies are made of 
fainter stars that run toward 
Jupiter. As a matter of fact, 
Jupiter is located generally be- 
tween the twins. During the 
coming months, it will be fun to 
watch Jupiter slowly move in 
the sky relative to the twins. 

Jupiter is a huge gas giant 
planet that is primarily made of 
hydrogen. It would take over 




300 Earths to equal the mass of 
Jupiter. It only takes Jupiter 
about 1 hours to rotate one time 
on its axis which causes the thick 
clouds that surround the planet 
to be belted or banded. The 
pressure gets so great at the bot- 
tom of its dense atmosphere that 
the hydrogen gas is liquefies. So 
the planet J ike all gas giants, has 
no hard surface like Earth but a 
liquid layer beneath its cloud 
belts. 

The ancients knew this was 
a very large planet and named it 
for their king of the gods, Jupi- 
ter. As you are probably aware 
from mythology , Jupiter amused 
himself by throwing lighting 
bolts from Mount Olympus to- 
ward humans to scare them. 
Jupiter's symbol represents a 
lightning bolt. 

All gas giant planets have

large numbers of moons, and 
Jupiter is noexception with six- 
teen ! Galileo observed the four 
largest moons of Jupiter with 
his telescope and noted that they 
revolved around the planet. 
This was one of the proofs that 
the old Greek notion that ev- 
erything revolved around Earth 
was totally false. In Galileo's 
honor these moons are referred 
to as the Galilean moons, and 
their names are Io, Europa, 
Ganymede, and Callisto. One 
can observe them with a good 
pair of binoculars, and it is neat 
to see them in different posi- 
tions around the planet night 
after night. 

Keep looking up and mar- 
vel at the brightest object in the 
sky — the mighty Jupiter! Don't 
forget to check out its four large 
moons with binoculars or a 
small telescope!

When you go to a search engine on 
the web and type in Tuscaloosa Ala- 
bama*, you have a result of over one 
hundred thousand matches. Surprising, 
isn't it? 

Three of those websites are: The 
Tuscaloosa Convention and Visitor's 
B ureau, Tuscaloosa Web and Tuscaloosa 
Online! 

The Tuscaloosa Convention and 
Visitor's Bureau (TC&VB) is a website 
full of information for travelers such as 
accommodation information and shop- 
ping information.

If you are not into living miles away from 
everywhere, it may seem depressing. 

After asking at a couple of churches 
(always a good source of information in 
the country, if you can find one open), 
one might be directed to the Harknesses, 
Lousie and Henry.

Harkness says the Union residents 
have their town meetings every second 
and fourth Tuesday but only three to four 
people show up at the town hall which is 
attached to the volunteer Firestation. There 
are few volunteers, so when something 
needs to be done they look to Henry 
Harkness to do it because he's the chief, 
the truck is old and most of the equipment 
doesn't work, Harkness says. 

This present initiative is not the first 
one attempted to assist Union, but the grant 
from 1995 was not enough to pay for the 
low-income housing it built.

to the state," Harkness says. 

Harkness says the town has gone 
down hill in the last couple of decades. "It 
used to be comparable to old Northport, 
a I ittle town like that,'* Harness says. But 
it's still a laid back town in which every- 
body knows everybody else, she says. 

To get groceries most people take 
the 15 minute ride to Eutaw back down 
the highway past Greenetrack. But to get 
other things they have to go 40 minutes to 
Tuscaloosa. 

Harkness says it's 20 minutes to 
Aliceveille. She goes once or twice per 
week to Tuscaloosa. She goes into Eutaw 
two or three times a week.
